The various publishers related their 
experience with this firm, and after 
comparing notes, decided to cut loose 
from them altogether and/place their 
advertising business in the hands of 
their own agent, whose Charge for the 
work of securing advertising will be 
5 per cent. and the balance will be 
paid in cash instead of old roller com- 
position and plate matter.

DEEP GOLD MINE. 


A Recent Discovery in a Battie 
Mountain Artesian Well.

Flowing water is 
found at Battle Mountain at a depth of 
from 125 to 175 feet, but the flow is 
limited, and Mr. Blossom is sinking 
deeper to see if depth wiil not increase 
the flow.

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A LOCOMOTIVE TELEPHONE, 


Which Has Been Tested By The 
B. & ©. Ratiroad. 

The Mining and Scientific Preas 
says: One of the latest applications 
of electricity that has been reported is 
to what is called a locomotive tele- 
phone. It was tested recently on the 
B. & O. Railroad, and is said to have 
worked very satisfactorily. The appa- 


ratus is described as consisting of a 
single iron bar laid between the tracks, 
through which a current of electricity 
is passed. A brush is fixed upon the 
engine, which is at all times in contact 
with the bar, and when two engines 
approaching each otler get within a} 
mile or more apart, bells ring in the 
cabs. After the engines have been 
stopped, the engineers can make use 
of the telephone for abusing each othér 
for being ‘‘on my time’’ This may 
be a very good thing, says an ex- 
change, but if the uncertainties of th: 
ordinary telephone are any criterion 
by which to judge, those bells will /be 
very likely to ring at wrung times nd 
give false alarms, until they are paid 
no more attention to than was the boy 
who cried ‘‘ wolf’’ when there was no 
wolf, or they may fail altogether.

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KDUCATIONAL EXTRACTS. 


—— 


THERE are about 12,000 students in 
the schools of science in this country. 

In 1800 America had more colleges in 
proportion to the population than she 
has now. 

JAPAN gets from New York every 
year 50,000 American school-books for 
its public schools. 

Tue American College and Education- 
al Society refuses to aid men who use 
tobacco in any form. 

Tue Indian training school at Car- 
lisle, Penn., has now enrolled 
scholars. At tne recent commencement 
there were eight graduates. 

-Ir is proposed.in Chicago-to engage a 
matron for every school building in the 
city, whose duty it‘shail beto look after 
the physical well being of the pupils. 

Tue senate of the ‘Toronto Universi- 
ty,-Canada, has received w pift of $2,350 
from the American Association for the 
advancement of science and for the en- 
couragement of the study of physics. 

In Hayti, public elementary educa- 
tion is free, the country being divided 
into fourteen inspector's districts. 
There are 400 National schools, several 
private schools, and tive public lyceums. 

THERE were 22,760 white and 13,004 
colored children enrolled in the public 
schools in the city of Washington for the 
year 1889. There were 235 colored and 
458 white teachers, and the total cost 
of instruction was $487.455.52. 

A NEW school law has gone into oper- 
ation in Manitoba which has the effect 
of abolishing all separate schools, or at 
least of withholding State aid from 
such schools. The new law establishes 
a public school system very similar to 
that of the United States. 

In Paris there are five professional 
schools for girls. The course of in- 
Struction embraces modern languages, 
domestic economy, industrial designing, 
| cutting and Aiting garments, and ac- 
_counts. Each school is equipped with a 
| kitchen, and work-shops for making 
Ye wages feathers and other staple arti- 
cles of trade. Girls are admitted at 
fourteen and remain for three or four 
years.
